WOOD FUEL RESERVE 


The Forestry section of the Depart- 
ment of Lands proposes this year to 
establish a reserve of approximately 
88,000 tons ‘of wood fuel at a cost 
of £50,000, and 12,000 tons of firewood 
blocks will be provided for distribution 
by the Dublin Corporation, 

This was revealed by Mr. T. 
0 DERRIG. when he asked for the 
approval “of the House to the 
estimate for forestry, which ineluded 
278.750 for the acquisition of land 
during the coming year, as against 
£46,036 last year. The nett expendi- 
ture for last year, he said, was £32,586, 
of which £28,604 was in respect of 
purchase of land. The aggregate area 
was 8,457} acres; a balance of £13,750 
remained, Commitments to purchase 
land totalled £23,747 for an acreage of 
110,753, and, negotiations were in hand 
for a further 13,160 acres at £49,115. 
In 1941 the rate of planting (7.600 acres) 
had to be restricted to 5,961 acres, 
and in the coming year it would not be 
much in excess of 4,000 acres. 


: FUEL POSITION 

Touching on the fuel problem, he 
said that there appeared to he little 
hope of an improvement, and the 
extent to which wood fuel would have 
to be provided from State forest lands 
could not be decided. For timber con- 
version extra provision had been made 
for the operation of portable saw-mills, 
aud a considerable increase ‘in receipts 
from saw-mills was anticipated.

“CLOSE CONSULATES” 
REQUEST TO FRANCE 


OTTAWA, Wednesday.—Mr. Mac- 
Kenzie King, Canadian Premier, 
announced that the Government had 
requested that French Ccnsulates in 
Canada should be closed. 

Making the announcement in the 
Dominions House of Commons, he said 
that the Government had requested 
that Vichy agencies also should be 
closed. he request did not mean a 
breach of diplomatic relations with 
France, he added. Present conditions, 
however, had so reduced the duties of 
Consular offices that they rendered 
little service, and bad become objects 
of suspicion. It was thought advis- 
able to ask the French Minister to 
take action to close them. 

French Consular offices are at Van- 
couver, Winnipeg, Quebec and Mont- 
real, and agencies at Toronto, Edmon- 
ton and Calgary.

„Two detachments operating on one 
sector have, in the past 24 hours, 
accounted for 500 Germans and 
captured considerable war material. 

“On a neighbouring sector a group 
of enemy troops was routed and 1,000 
killed. Out troops captured 37 guns, 
55 mortars, 15 machine-guns and other 
booty, and 108 prisoners were taken. 

Reuter’s Correspondent in Moscow 
says: — The Red Army is moving deeper 
and deeper into the enemy's defence. 
Turrets of battling German tanks were 
literally hurled into the air yesterday 
when one massive German counter - blow 
was successfully withheld. Twentv- 
five tanks were destroyed or disabled 

LONDON. Wednesday — Violent. 
battles against very heavy tanks in 
the Kharkov sector were reported to- 
night by German radio, which said 
that the Germans were using reserve 
troops in the battle. The radio also 
said that the Germans had noticed the 
Russians were using a British-made 
tank. The radio claimed that fresh 
and rested German troops changed the 
battle from one of defence to attack. 
Although the Russians could hide in 
woodland and dash out on all sides un- 
expectedly one tank after the other 
was destroyed. (A. P.) 


NEW POSITIONS 
LONDON, Wednesday — A relay 
frcm the south-west front, broadcast 
by. Moscow radio to-night, stated: 
During the last 24 hours our troops, 
operating in the Kharkov direction, 


continued their offensive operations and 


repulsed enemy counter- attacks. ‘They 
have occupied new positions and 
strengthened them, at the same time 
inflicting heavy losses on the enemy 
(A.P.) 

To-night’s Soviet midnight com- 
munique reports: During May 20 our 
troops carried out offensive operations 
in the Kharkov direction and, repelling 
enemy counter-attacks, advanced. 

In the Izyum-Barvenkove direction 
our troops beat off several attacks of 
the German Fascist troops. In the 
Kerch Peninsula fighting continued in 
the eastern part of the Peninsula. On 
May 19 27 German aircraft were 
destroyed. Our losses were 12 aircraft. 
Our warships in the Barents Sea sank 
three enemy transports with a total 
tonnage of 26,000.
